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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

A. Applicant is reminded of the duty to disclose prior art that is known to him. This 
includes prior art submitted in related applications assigned to the instant assignee. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-2,6-7,10,14-16,19,22,26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being clearly anticipated by EP 0 996 038 A1 to Canon. 

With respect to Claims 1,6,10,14-16,19,22,27-28, Canon teaches the user interface 12 
in column 2, lines 37-38, the specific sheet output destination among at least two output 
destinations (output trays)13-15 in figure 2 and paragraph [0009] of a group(entire print 
job) of a multiple sheet set in figures 3-4 prior to printing in paragraph [0012]. It is noted 
that the recitation of a group of sheets does not exclude the entire print job from being 
printed where the group is the entire print job. Further, Claims 7,10,14,16,19,22, 26-28 
do not require that the print jobs be performed simultaneously. The Canon user may 
repeat the output tray selection as many times and on as many sheets of the print job 
as she desires. With respect to Claim 2, Canon teaches the input paper tray 1 in figure 
2. With respect to Claims 14,26, Canon teaches the buttons 1 1 (keyboard) in column 4. 
lines 43-45. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Canon. 
With respect to Claim 3, it is noted that this claim recites aesthetic features not affecting 
the structure of the device. Canon teaches all the claim limitations except for the colored 
or tabbed media. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to use the appropriate media to complete a print job. 

5. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Canon in 
view of IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin NB 8106812. 

With respect to Claim 8, Canon teaches all the claim limitations except for the jam 
handler. IBM teaches the jam handler in the "Disclosure Text." It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the jam handler of IBM into the 
invention of Canon to "shorten the time to problem resolution" as taught by IBM in the 
"Disclosure Text." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-5,9,11-13,17-18,20-21,23-25 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The Examiner reserves comment until the entire instant invention is in condition 
for allowance. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to the currently rejected claims have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
